WASHINGTON, MAY 19— The state department has been in- 


I'ormed that Germany will not immediately reply to President Wil- 
son's note demanding that she cease her submarine warfare on xm- 
jtrmed merchantmen.

the department and he construed it as meaning that the Geunan re- 
ply would not be ready until some clays from now. 


The secretary declined to discuss the repoit that a note to

law by the detention of American ships and cargoes was soon to be 
Jor-,\arded to London. lie explained that no general discussion of 
the detention oi' American cargoes in Biitish ports had taken place 
between himself and Biitish repr esontutives

ply would be delayed until the n ote from the American govern- 
ment to the British government had been made public.

have been submitted to the German chancellor, who sent it back 
for revision.

Amsterdam, May 19.—That the German government is begin- 


ning; to regard war with.Italy as inevitable was learned from a 
high diplomatic source today. But if war comes it will find Ger- 
many fully prepared for it. The tremendous efficiency of the Ger- 
man military system has already boon directed toward prepsvrmg for 
hostilities in Southern Europe. For days military trains have pour- 
ed so-uthward through Austria in a steady stream, bearing big guns, 
ammunition and thousands of German troops, as well as provisions 
and all other supplies needed fora vigorous campaign. 


It is believed that if hostilities come, Teutonic armies will be 


put under the command of a German army officer and that Ger- 
many and Austria will strike sud Iculy and hard with a view to 
finishing Italy with a single blow.
